GINSENG is DEEMED V LUXURY HV 
CELEST1 VI. (it; v \ i > K I'.s . 



Il is not a well known fact that a 
large percentage of the shipment of 
ginseng (Aralia ginseng) which go 
annually to China is contributed by 
the forests of northern Ohio. Never- 
theless it is true. Large districts 
there were and still are compara- 
tively well stocked with the herb, 
and many residents have made hun- 
dreds of dollars by gathering the 
roots in years gone by. The fust 
sign of spring calls the ginseng din- 
gers from Iheir homes, and many of 
them are already afield, seeking 
probably the most precious plant 
I hat grows. A spade ami bags over 
his shoulder identify the man who 
seeks ginseng from I he other men. 
He goes U> rich woodlands and then 
singles out the butternut trees un- 
der which the herb is most com- 
monly found. 

The roots of the plant, sometimes 
fleshy tubers the size of a forefin- 
ger, are of thai shape and easily no 
to make up a pound of the matter 
i. When dried, they tiring 
from - a pound according to 

their size, Ihe older and larger the 
higher Ihe price. Although gather 
ing the roots is a profitable bus! 
that of Belling direct to the 
consume! is much more profitable. 
In China it is sold by the ounce 
and oftliines bring as high as 
an ounce, thai weight in all cases 
bringing more than the pound upon 
the American market. With the 
Celestials il is a prize, and upon 
pel feci s; #,500 

has been lavished. Willi them it is 

the weak. thill the 

eater will live' to be 100 years old. 
And not only is the power thus 
ascribed, but to the poor mentally il 
imparts knowledge, and above all 
pre]) ires Ihe olive oyrd prime for a 
long and luxurious sojourn on 
earth. 

In fact, the ginseng root is almost 
sacred lo Ihe Chinaman of the up- 
per class, and to pro. i . il to one's 
friend is a homage difficult of ap- 
preciation by the sons of the west 
wh i gather it in the woods. The en- 
lire growl h of the herb is protected 
by (he government in the Chinese 

empire. At one time the emperor 

detailed 1 0,000 Tartars logatheral! 
that could be found in his domain 
Bach man was obliged to give two 
pounds to his majesty, and for what 
lie succeeded in gal hei ing afterward 
he was repaid by ils weight in sil- 
ver. This, however, was no more 
than one-eighth ot its value, and 
soon it was exchanged evenly for 
weight in gold, as is often the ■ 
at the present time. 

The American crop does not com- 
pare at all favorably with thai 
Korea. In that country, however, 
il is found practicable to raise it in 
lens, and here il it impossible lo 
produce good roots by so doing. It 
is a crime punishable by death for 
a Korean to sell ginseng outside of 
his own country without imperial 
permission. Thus protected, it 
forms one of the staple products of 
Korea, and is much appreciated by 
the Chinese owing to its superioi 
flavor. There is naturally a pre- 
judice on th<- part of the Chinese to 

receive from the west anything so 

highly regarded by them. Pp to 
the dawn of the nineteenth centuiy 
it was exported from America in 
small quantities, but as earl; 
the shipments amounted to nearly 
,000 ill one year. 
There seems lo be an idea pre- 
valent in this country that ihe 
Chinese powder t he roots and smoke 
them. This is an error. It is 
never used as a quietus. The com- 
moner classes eat it much as We do 
•inmon licorice root, but those 
who omplov it lUOSt are the grandees 
and even Ihe royal households.

It is a singular fact that the name 
given the plant by the Chinese and 
the North America Indian is strong- 
ly similar. Both names suggest 
the fancied resemblance of a root to 
the form of the human body, the 
tuber being ofttimes split into two 
divisions resembling the limbs of a 
man. On account of this similarity 
to a man's form the supernatural 
powers were ascribed lo it, and 
there is evidence to show that it was 
in high favor with the Indians on 
the same account. — Pittsburg Dis- 
patch.

The Texas school is located at 
Austin. It was established in 
and Prof. Blattner has been 
at its head for 15 years. II is the 
only school of the kind in the 
stalC, and it is regarded as of espe- 
cial excellence.

next year, I here will be over 800, 
about its full capacity. So success- 
ful has ils work proven that it is to 
be enlarged.
